| EDUCATION AS A WHOLE 


THE PARENT 


Common sense, respect, and love. These are three essentials to use in the raising of children. No doubt most people 
Would agree with these general ideas, but it is in their detailed meaning and application that we might find serious 
differences of opinion. 

Some years ago now, a well known professor of psychology was asked whether he would agree that the principles of psych- 
ology were really just plain common sense. No ivory tower professor, he replied that he agreed in general with this 
statement, but that psychology was useful because it so frequently reminded us of these common sense principles. 

This plea to parents, then, is based on the mixture of common sense and psychology as they intermingled in the mind of 
the professor's questioner. It is an old saw which says "start how you mean to go on", but to do this you have to know 
vhere you're going from the outset, and strive consistently to reach the objective you established for yourself. For 
most of us our parental objectives are to do the best we can for our children, so that eventually they can do the best 
for themselves. How often, though, is this best related to getting a good job, which means a job with high pay, and 
living a comfortable life, instead of encouraging the child to develop his God-given abilities for the benefit of his 
fellow man and in the service of God. 

Let us use our common sense, and recognize that if we set standards of material success above everything else, these are 
the standards that our children will accept and live by. In relation to school what does this mean? It means simply 
that school will at some time take a secondary place to earning a living, and we should therefore not be too surprised 
when school marks begin to drop because of an overemphasis on the current job, whether it be a paper route that is too 
taxing, or a part time job, or buying a car so that everyone knows that a certain standard of material success has been 
reached. 

Adherence to standards of material success is very often father's contribution to the family standards, but it can also 
be mother's, if her working outside the home is from choice rather than necessity. Especially is this an important in- 
fluence on the youngsters who see their family's material success in spite of Mother of Dad's educational limitations, 
and it is of little value to preach the importance of school or university if we ourselves have not practiced what ve 
preach. This again is an old saw. 

How often do we tell our youngsters: you must study, you must do your homework regularly, you must practice reading, and 
8o forth without ever setting an example of studying, reading, or regular completion of our own duties. In fact, in our 
many godern homes, how many living rooms contain even one shelf of books with which the members of the family are famil- 
iar? At the same time we can look elsewhere in the house and find other things of much less educational or cultural val- 
ue, but whose very presence reinforce the adherence to standards of material success and the confortable life. 

The application of common sense also leads one to question whether it is wise not to regulate our youngster's bedtine, 
the balance among the youngster's various activities, his or her adherence to normal standards of good manners and good 
taste in personal appearance and dress. Perhaps too, common sense should make us question very seriously whether we are 
allowing our children to remain children long enough, or whether we are letting them become outwardly adults before they 
are adults. 

little girls with their first permanent are cute to us, yet are we not really encouraging them to overemphasize the im- 
portance of their personal appearance so that by the time they are 13, they are beginning to dress and make up and behave 
like sixteen and seventeen year olds. From the school's point of view, the appearance is perhaps not so important as the 
fact that personal appearance, which in adolescence particularly, is naturally very important to a youngster, becomes 
increasingly more important and his or her mind is turned to it rather than toward the academic achievement which we feel 
is an important, necessary part of their lives. 

Not to take a stand against the pressures of advertising, of children's demands, and the standards set by others is a 
reflection of the comfortable life we are rapidly growing used to. It is the easy way out for us, but it is doing noth- 
ing to instil standards of self-discipline and moral values in our children. 

Let's look at just one little example. A youngster in grade three complains of a headache and wants to stay home from 
school. Without bothering to check the symptoms we concede, it keeps peace in the family. Let's use our common sense 
too and recognize that most children will try this trick at some time or another in their school lives. If consistently, 
without any checking, we let them get away with it, we must expect failure in school subjects and the probability of 
dropping out of school before completion of a high school education. Perhaps this seems silly and exaggerated, but it 
happens. Our comfortable life, our acceptance of the easy way out has contributed to another dropout, for as Dr. Lazerte 
stated to the Canadian School Trustees Ass'n just recently, frequent absence from school is one of the chief causes of 
failure in school subjects, and failure in school subjects often leads to dropping out of school. 

Many of the little things that we do both good and bad, have a much stronver influence than we would ever expect because 
of their repetition or because they form part of the pattern of our behavior, and our behavior sets the example which 
our children follow. The daily few minutes you spend reading to your five-year-old the old familiar fables may be part 


of the pattern of behavior which will influence him to love reading and literature for the rest of his life. Your own 
tidiness and orderly arrangement of your household tasks may be the example which causes your youngsters to be well or- 
ganized students in school, tidy and orderly in their affairs too, Countless other examples could be added, but if we 
look at these few and apply common sense to all we do and all we say, we can no doubt work out for ourselves the partic- 
ular circumstances applicable to our children. 

Our children, we know, are different from all other children, and even within our own families individuals vary. The 
respect for the individuals we are concerned with is the second essential. Respect for our children as people, albeit 
young people, coupled with common sense will lead us to accept them as they are, guide them to reach the maximun poten- 
tial of which whey are capable in the areas of living in which they have been given talent. The talents that they have 
are the ones we must encourage them to develop, not those that we wish they had or hoped they might have. In school, 
especially during the early years of school, it often seems that a parent's over anxiety for a child's success in school 
subjects creates more difficulty than the opposite fault of a parent who pays no attention to school success at all. 
Children generally are anxious to please, but if we try to force them to succeed in areas in which they have only limited 
ability we are thrusting on them the sane kind of problem as a man who is trying to succeed in a job in which he is not 
interested, or in which his natural ability is not used. Respect for a child must lead us to consider his needs, but 
remenber that "needs" and "wants" are not always the same thing. 

At the same time, respect for a child leads us to treat him with the dignity that any human being deserves from another. 
How often do we ridicule our children, how often do we laugh at them, how often do we reprimand them using a tone and 
vocabulary which we would never dream of using to an adult, particularly if that adult happens to be not a member of our 
immediate family. 

Such outward signs of a lack of respect may well bring about in the child a lack of respect for himself, along with a 
lack of self-confidence and the desire or will to achieve. Think of it on another lever. If a friend or neighbor does 
something which we think is foolish we don't usually tell him about it do we? We may think it's foolish, but out of 
respect for his personality we keep our thoughts to ourselves. My plea then, is to treat children with the same kind 

of respect as we would our adult acquaintances. Treat their ideas or their strange pictures and their peculiar child- 
ren's slang as items worthy of consideration even though you may try to modify them, and you will build in a child self- 
respect and a sense of worthiness which every human being strives to achieve. 

There is another sense in which respect is important. As well as trying to instil a sense of self-respect in a child 

by giving evidence that we ourselves respect him, we mist from time to time teach him to reapect himself. It is not a 
contradiction of what has been said to remind ourselves that we are speaking of children who will need to be taught 
standards of behavior at times. In a recent sermon Reverend Hart Cantelon gave these five tests of right and wrong. 

The first is publicity. Is it all right for everyone to know or see our behavior? The second is universality. Would 
it be all right if everyone did what we are doing? The third test is return. Would it be all right for a neighbor to 
do the same thing to us? The fourth is the real name which would describe what we are doing. The fifth test is the 
face of Christ. Could we look at Him and undertake our present activity? 

Supposing that our child's behavior falls down in one of these five tests, what do we do? The quickest and perhaps the 
least effective action is a simple "Don't do that". The next up the scale might be “Don't do that because........." 
Next up the scale might be "Instead of doing that, do this, because. Achild is not an animal to be trained by 
beating or petting as one might train a dog. Once beyond the baby stage there is some reasoning in all of us. Consis- 
tent appeal to reason from the earliest age possible is far better training than most of us take time to give. 

de aust remember that the children are not inherently naughty, vicious or evil. Some of them grow up that way for var- 
ious reasons, but it would be very hard to establish that a baby just born already falls into this catagory. There is 
a story of a little boy who was being reprimanded by his father. An expression used was "I don't know why we put up 
with you". To this the lad replied, "Well Dad, I didn't ask to be born.” 

Perhaps this story will help us to treat with respect this human being whose birth was our responsibility, and hence 
whose life is our responsibility. No responsibility can be carried without giving it the time which it requires. Think 
of your job, your garden, or your housework. All these things take time, but none of them is so important as the res- 
ponsibility of raising children, We must give them the time they need, the time to which they have the right. Giving 
time to anything or anyone is one of the most precious gifts we can give. Usually therefore, we reserve this gift for 
the activities or people for whom we have the highest regard. The man who loves his job will spend more time on it than 
the man who doesn't. If we don't love fishing, we don't spend time on it. Of the three essentials, Psychologists would 
probably say that love is the most important. The ways of expressing love for our children vary with the individuals 
concerned. Some ideas may be drawn from the earlier part of this article and the discussion of common sense and res~ 
pect. There are, however, one or two things that love does not mean which are worthy of consideration. 

Love does not necessarily involve giving things to our children. All the toys, all the dresses, all the mrties that 
are possible, cannot make up for a lack of standards of self-discipline, self-respect. All the pampering, all the codd- 
ling cannot make up for a spirit of independence of thought and action combined with a respect for other people. All 
the comfort cannot make up for the desire to achieve, the desire to serve. 

‘These are among the greatest gifts we can give our children. They bring people to true happiness and true success. We 
can only give them by being a living example ourselves. May God be with you in your attempt so to do.
